The reports in relation to the seizure of 


Harpers Ferry are groundless. There is a 
full company of Ui.ited States artillerists 
stationed there, and a strong Union popu- 
lation. 


The excitement iu Baltimore is increas- 


The Union men parade the stroetsj 
determined not to be overawed by the se- 
cessionists. The minute men have the Un- 
ion flag flying from their headquarters.— 
The governor and mayor will issue a joint 
proclamation to prevent any interference 
•with the passage of federal troops through 
the city. 


Bishop Wood has raised the American 


flag over the dome of the new cathedral on 
Logan square in Philadelphia. Tbe dome 
is 230 feet high. 


The banks of Chicago have tendered to 


Gov. Yates half a million dollars, asked for 
as a loan for. war purposes, 


Ten thousand people turned out at Cleve- 


land yesterday to escort the Cleveland Grays 
who left for the rendezvous at Columbus. 


Intense war feeling prevails at Pittsbnrg 


and business almost suspended. Immense' 
crowds fill the prominent streets, Union 
flags floating everywhere, volunteer compa- 
nies all filled and departing eastward ; lib- 
eral subscriptions being made for the sup- 
port of their families. 


The Boston banks have oS'ered to loan 


the state one per cent of their entire capi- 
tal for the defence of the government.— 
The capital of these banks is $38,500,000. 


Two thousand men have enlisted in Chi- 


cago, which is double the number allowed 
the city. 


The Zouave regiment at Chicago is near- 


ly full. The wealthy people of that city 
propose to equip them at their own expense. 
They have also subscribed $6.000 for the 
support of volunteers until they are taken 
charge of by the state. 


Lieut. Beale, paymaster of the army, has 


resigned his commission. 


Gov. Letcher telegraphs to the war de- 


partment, refusing to furnish troops, and 
saying that Virginia will fight back.

The Knoxville (Term.) Whig of Satur-

A dispatch to a gentleman in this city, 


dated Lynchburg, 12 o'clock at night, 
Thursday llth, states that the fighting had 
not then commenced at Charleston. The 
war steamers of the United States govern- 
ment were hourly expected ; and, as a mat- 
ter of course, upon their arrival and at- 
tempt to furnish Anderson, as they will do 
and ought to do, or die [in the attempt, the 
conflict will come on. 


The United States government manufac- 


tered 1200 guns at their armory in Spring- 
field, Mass., during the month of March, 
an increase of 400 over the previous month. 
A few boxes of these guns were forwarded 
to Washington on Tuesday, for the use of 
the federal troops. 


It is said that Mr. Lincoln is in constant 


receipt of letters, some anonymous and 
some otherwise, warning him of personal 
danger. 


Advices from St. Louis are to the effect 


that the excitement occasioned by recent 
events at the south is intense; there is a di- 
vision of sentiment as to the duty of citi- 
zens—some siding with the traitors to the 
government, among whom are the editors 
of the Republican and State Journal, but 
the mass of the people adhering to the gov- 
ernment and the Union. 


It has been deemed expedient by the U. 


S. authorities to strengthen the pratections 
of the U. S. Arsenal in that city, upon which 
the secession sympathisers might possibly 
make an attack.

The fanatics ahd-hqt-blqods of the south 


have evidently forgotten WASHINGTON and 
his counsels. Had they possessed a tithe 
of his true patriotism and love of country 
they would-fie'ver have struck a single blow 
in the fearful strife of auarchy and disun 
ion against the peace, prosperity and hap 
piness of the people of these states. 
But 


against our southern brethren rests a serious 
and fratricidal charge I Their hands, if not 
even rod with blood, are stained fearfully 
with guilt and crime. The overt act 6: 
treason has been.committed. In their fren 
zy and hot haste they have aimed a blow at 
the government- which has nourished anc 
protected them in all their inalienable rights 
for three-fourths of a century. They have 
commenced the civil strife, c.ncl they alone 
must be held responsible for the fearful con- 
sequences that may ensue. May God di- 
rect the issue for the best good of our conn- 
try and the world. ~ 


Though bur southern brethren bare for- 


gotten the " Father of his Country/' and 
have ignored entirely his wise and patriotic 
sentiments, and have rushed headlong into 
treason aud rebellion, it becomes us to pon- 
der well Ms earnest words in regard to the 
importance of our National Union: 


"The.unity of government, which con- 


stitutes you one people, is also now dear to 
you. 
It is justly so ; for it is a main pillar 


in the edifice of your real independence; 
the support of your tranquility at home ; 
your peace abroad ; of your safety ; of your 
prosperity; of that very liberty which you 
10 highly prize. But as it is easy to forsee, 
that, from different ca'usea and from differ- 
ent quarters, much pains will be taken, 
many artifices employed, to weaken in your 
minds the conviction of this truth ; as this 
is the point iu your political fortress against 
which the batteries of internal and external 
enemies will be most constantly and active- 
ly (though often covertly aud insidiously) 
directed ; it is of infinite moment, that you 
should properly estimate the immense val- 
ue of your national Union to your collective 
and individual.happiness ; that you should 
cherish.a cordial, habitual, and iinmoveable 
attachment to it; accustoming yourselves 
to think and to speak of it as a palladium 
of your political safety and prosperity; 
watching for its preservation wiLk jealous 
anxiety ;• discountenancing whatever may 
suggest even a suspicion that it can in any 
event be abandoned ; and indignantly frown- 
ng upon the first dawning of every attempt 
to alienate any portion of our country from 
the rest, or to enfeeble the sacred ties which 
now link together the various parts. This 
jovernment, the offspring 
of your own 


choice, uninfluenced and unnwed ; adopted 
upon full investigation and mature deliber- 
ation ; completely free in its principles ; in 
the distribution . of its powers uniting se- 
curity with energy, and containing within 
tself provision for its own amendment, has 
i just claim to your confidence and support, 
iespect for its authority, compliance with 
ts laws, acquiescence in its measures, are 
duties eujoined by the fundamental maxims 
of true liberty. The basis of our political 
system is the right of the people to make 
and to alter their constitutions of govern- 
ment. But the constitution which at any 
time exists, until changed by an explicit 
and authentic act of the whole people, is 
sacredly obligatory upon all. The very 
idea of the power and the right of the pad- 
Die to establish government, presupposes 
,he duty of every individual to obey tlie es- 
tablished government. 
" It is, indeed, little elso than a name, 


where the government is loo feeble to with- 
stand the enterprises of faction, to eonfine 
each member of society within the limits 
prescribed by the laws, and to maintain all 
n the secure and tranquil enjoyment of the 
rights of person and property. 


".If, in the opinion of the people, the dis- 


tribution or modification of the constitu- 
:ional powers be, in any particular, wrong, 
et it be corrected by an amendment in the 
way which the constitution designates. But 
et there be no change by usurpation; for 
.hough this, in one instance, may be the 
nstrument of good, it is the customary 
weapon by which free governments are de- 
stroyed. The precedent mustalways great- 
y overbalance, in permanent evil, any par- 
tial or transient benefit which the use can 
at any time yield. 
" It is substantially true that virtue or 


morality is a necessary spring of popular 
government. 
Tho rule, -indeed, extends, 


vith more or less force, to every species of 
ree government. Who that is a sincere 
riend to it can look with indifference upon 
attempts to shake the foundation of the 
fabric ?" . 


Farther on in the document from which 


[ quote, (WASHINGTON'S farewell address) 
the retiring patriot recommends " avoiding 
occasions of expense by cultivating peace, 
jut remembering, also, that timely disburse- 
ments to prepare for danger, frequently pre- 
ent much greater disbursements to repel 
t." It is a.great pity Mr. Buchanan had 
not learned this important lesson before he 
entered upon the administration of public 
affairs. 


An occasional review of the political doc- 


trines and sentiments of the fathers of this 
epublic cannot fail to do us good. Let 
WASHINGTON'S advice be heeded, and let the 
constitution and the Union be preserved.

An Act to declare the rights and privileges of such per- 


sons as ma}' enroll themselves in the service of the 
country. 
SECTION 1. All persons who shall volun- 


.eer 
or enroll themselves as members of 


my military company which shall be re- 
ceived into the service of the United States, 
mrsuant to any call which has been, or 
shall hereafter be .made by the President of 
he United States, shall, during such ser- 
dce, be exempt from all civil process, and 
t shall be the duty of any court or judge 
.hereof, and of any justice of the peace, 
whenever it shall be made to appear, in the 
course of any civil proceeding whatever, 
that any defendant is a member or officer 
of any company, regiment, corps or divis- 
ion in the service of the United Slates, to 
cause such action or civil proceeding to be 
stricken from the calendar, and to suspend 
ill proceedings in such action or proceed- 
ing, until it shall be' made to appear that 
such party defendant is no longer a mem- 
ber or officer of such .company, regiment, 
corps or division. 


SEC. 2. The privilege of all such per- 


sons to be exempt from all civil process 
and proceedings may be presented to any 
such court by plea, answer or verbal sug- 
gestion and any fact necessary or proper to 
establish such fact may be proved by parol 
and the fact of any sach party defendant 
laving .been a- member or officer of any 
such company, regiment, corps or division, 
and the fact of any such company, regi- 
ment or division havins been mustered or 
received into the service of the United 
States shall be received as prima facia evi- 
dence to establish the right to exemption 
under the provisions of this act. 


SEC. 3. This act shall take effect and be 


in force from and after its passage.

JUAST NIGHT'S REPORT. 


[Condensed from tho Milwaukee Sentinel."! 


NEW YORK, April 18. 


Major Anderson lauded at the battery, 


and was received by an immense crowd. 
His carriage was surrounded by people, 
who expressed by cheers and other demon- 
strations, their congratulations, and he was 
followed by an immense throng through 
Broadway to the Brevoort House, at which 
place he joined his wife. 


The following is a digest of Capt. Double- 


day's statement: 
..' 
- 
. 


The demand to surrender" the. fort was 


made on the.llth, and refused not only by 
Major Anderson, but by the unanimous 
voice of his command. On Friday morn- 
ing at S o'clock the rebels sent word that 
fire would be opened on ns in an hour, and 
at 4 o'clock the fire opened from every di- 
rection, including a hidden battery. The 
fire opened with a volley from seventeen 
morters'firing ten inch shells, and from 
thirty-three guus, mostly columbiads. We 
took breakfast, however, very leisurely. 


The command was divided.into three 


watches, each under the direction of two 
officers. 
After breakfast they immediately 


went to their guns and opened fire on Fort 
Moultrie, Curnming's Point arid SulliVau's 
Island. The iron battery on Cumming's 
Point was of immense strength, and" most 
of our shots glanced off. 
Anderson refused 


to allow the men to work the guns on:the 
parapette on account of such a terriffic 6re. 


_ There was scarcely a room left in Monl- 


trie that was inhabitable. Several shots 
went through the floating battery, but it 
was little damaged. Two guns on the iron 
battery were dismounted. A man was sta- 
tioned-to cry "shot" or "shell," when the 
rebels fired, and our garrison, was thus en- 
abled to .dodge. At .first, the' workmen 
were reluctant, but afterwards fell in and 
worked faithfully. 
. 
. 


The barracks caught fire several times on 


Friday, but were,extirjguished by the efforts 
of Mr. Holt of New York and Lyman^of 
Baltimore—both volunteers. 
On Saturday 


the officers' quarters caught fire from the 
shell, and the main gates were burnt;' The 
magazine was surrounded by.fire, and nine- 
ty barrels of powder were taken out and 
thrown into the sea. 
When the magazine 


was surrounded by fire, all our materials 
were cut off. We had eaten our last bis- 
cuit two days before. The men had to. lay 
on the ground with wet handkerchiefs on 
their faces to prevent smothering, and a fa- 
vorable eddy of wind was all that saved 
our lives. 


The cartridge bags gave out, and five 


men were employed to manufacture them 
out of our shirts, blankets and sheets,

The following is the conversation be- 


tween Major Anderson and Wigfall.

"General Beauregard wishes to stop this, 


iir."

Anderson only replied, " Well-well."" 
Wigfall.—You have done all that could 


De done, and Genera] Beauregard wishes to 
<now upon what terms you will evacuate 
tbe fort. 


Anderson.— General Beauregard is al- 


ready acquainted with the terms. 


Wigfall.—Do I understand that you will 


evacuate on the terms proposed? 


Anderson.—Yes, and only those. 
A few minutes after, Col Chestnut and 


others came from General Beauregard, ask- 
ing if Anderson wanted any help, stating 
that Wigfall had not seen Beauregard for 
two days, and had no authority for his de- 
mand on Anderson : to which the Major re- 
pled, "Then you have been sold. We will 
raise our flag again. The requisition was 
made to keep it down till communication 
was had with Beanregard. 


The firing then ceased, and three hoars 


after another deputation came, agreeing to 
the terms previously agreed upon. 
On 


Sunday morning the steamer Isabella came 
down, and anchored off the fort, when all 
the baggage was put on the steamer Clinch. 


The troops were under arms, a portion 


were told to salute the flag, and when the 
last of fifty guns were fired, the flag was 
Lowered amid the hearty cheers of the men, 
who then formed and embarked to the tune 


Yankee Doodle. Two men were killed 


on the 2d round of salute, by the premature 
explosion of a gun, and four were wounded 
—one badly, and left at Charleston. 


Fort Sumter has not been reinforced on 


any occasion: The Baltic arrived off Char- 
leston the morning of Friday after the firing 
commenced on Sumter. The .Pawnee and 
Pocahontas arrived nest day. The Pow- 
battan and Atlantic have not been seen. 


The day that Anderson evacuated, prep- 


irations for an attempt to reinforce him had 
been made. That night a schooner was 
seized, and agreement made to pay the pi- 
lot and Captain $500 to put men into the 
fort, but the fort was evacuated before an 
attempt could be made. . 


Capt. Fox had instructions to attempt ,to 


provision the fort witho.ut troops. If fired 
DU he was to rush in the best he could, but 
the gale prevented the arrival of tugs and 
transports. 


The Harriet Lane is soon expected to ar- 


rive. The Pawnee has gone to -Washing- 
ion. 


Anderson's brother officers express the 


deepest indignation at any suspicions on 
-heir brave commander. 


Numerous friends waited on Major An- 


derson and other Sumter officers during this 
afternoon, and the appearance of any offi- 
cer, or soldier from Sumter in the street 
was the signal for a crowd and enthusiastic 
:heers. 


The 5th regiment paid their respects to 


Slaj. Anderson this afternoon, to which he 
responded from the balcony of the Brevoort 
Souse, by returning a simple military aa- 
'ute, amidst the cheering of thousands. 


Both the Major and command show the 


care-worn effects of their gallant seige.

sor shall receive the sum of one cent for 
each person so by him returned on said list, 
to be paid in like manner as other service

or any clerk of any town or city, or any 
clerk of the board of supervisors of any 
county shall fail or neglect to maki retuia 
of the number of persons liable to military 
duty, as required by law, the person.so of- 
fending shall forfeit and pay a sum of not 
less than fifty dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars, to be recovered in au ac- 
tion in any court having competent juris- 
diction."
